WAHHINGTON, Soept, 15.—In a personal
message to Preslident Wilson today, sent
from Chibebun, Genornd Villa exprgisos
hls satigfactlon at the order foir withe
drawnl of the Amerlcan troops at Vera
Crur, The Vilia telegram reads:

1 hava recelved with supreme plensnce
and great eatlsfaction the information
that the Amerlean forees now stutioned
at Vern Crux will shortly leave that port.
I am Imipelled to prerant to you, In tny
nnme and that of the Mexican people,
our moast cordial congratulations for this
nction. Al the actions dictated Ly the
Ameriean Govermient, of which you are
the diatingulshed head, respecting all miat-
ters connected with our country, falthfully

have Interpreted the sentiment and as-
pirations of the patrlotic Mexican people,
I respectfully salute you as “the gen-
ernl=in-chlef af the division of the North,"

There is prace and qulet in Mexieo City
amnd the capital has sottled down to fta
normunl clvie life, according to advices roe-
celved at the White Houge today. HRae-
ports that 160 policemen had been exe-
cuted wers branded as falso, while the
petivities of Genernl Zpputn In the sauth
wern declared “greatly exaggorated.'

and conlidence I8 rapldly being restored.

Iteports of riots in the strects of the
capltiel, the dispateh contlnued, weore
merely street Lrawls between e#xelted in-
dividuals who wars promptly supprossed
by the police. 'The repurted suspenslon
vl the sdecres of amnesty was put In
elfect only in the eases of those who are
et plotthtye against the Carranzi gov-
srnment.
